THE DRING AND MILL Kit CASE. 

Stiilcn e it of the Klootclitunn who Accompanied 
Qtiamlot itiul Johnny Klu-qoiit'-sle to the 
Scene of the Tragedy Kali hetatli of the 
Murder— The Prisoner Johnny Assents to 
lt» Truth. 

Yesterday Mr. Edwin Johnson, S. M., 
examined witnesses in tho cane of the 
murder of Driug and Miller at Cowiclian, 
Johnny Kla-ijuot-sio being charged with 
c*iii pi icily in the same. The evidence in 
(ft an interesting character, that of Sally 
Ah-hoo-niuet furnisliiug full details of 
why tlte murdGi' was connnitted, and the 
manlier in which it was done. 

Sally Ah-Hdo-Mult— My father's name 
was Kaiwoos; I do not know how old I 
am; Kaiwoos wius a Salmon River Indian; 
lie was tho younger brother of Quamlefc; 
they hanged Kaiwoos at Nuuuimo; I was 
at nanaimo and so was Quuuilut; Quauilet 
was living in the house of Jim Magna', 
the Indian constable, at the Euclataw 
Village at Nanaimo; 1 was living in my 
mother's house in tlio .same village; 
Johnny, tlio accused, was living in the 

same house with Quamlot; Johnny is my 
mother's brother; after Kaiwoos wan 
hanged I went into Mincey'a house and 
sat down; Quamlut was there; Johnny was 
not there; I was crying when Quamlot 
came in and he said, "Don't cry, wo are 
going ou I to look for iliis hangman that 
hanged your father"; this was on Thurs- 
day night; on Friday morning Quamlot 
came anil called me; I opened the door 
and Quamlot and Johnny came in; Quittii- 
let gave me some whisky (two glasses) and 
each of them also took two glasses; they 
then went and pushed the canoe down to 
tho water, and 1 went down with them; I 
was in the bow of the canoe; Johnny 
in tho middle and Quamlot was steering, 
and we paddled off. They had in the 
canoe one Winchester rifle, Quamlet's, 
and one muzzle-loader Hudson Bay gun, 
also a knife about a foot long, also two 
bottles of whisky, colored liquor. NVo 
came down towards Victoria. After we 
got through the rapids or narrows wo 
went into a little bay from tvlfich wo could 
see Chemainus. This was in the night' 
and wo had a lire, and we laid down on 
the bench and Quainlet told mo "we are 
looking for the hangman, my dear." That 
was all he said, and 1 did not answ er. 
Early in the morning we started from the 
bay and paddled to a place called I'enale- 
ohut. We came on the south side of the 
island and Quamlot said: "Wo will go 
ashore there," pointing towards Chenfain 
us. Ho then said to Johnny: "We will g( 
and see that white man." Johnny said hi 
was willing. They went ashore there 
Quainlet said to me, "My dear, kewp a 
rood watch in case a canoe might come 
round. We are going up to see that 
white man." Quantlet walked first and 
Johnny behind. Quamlot carried th 
Winchester. Ho turned round and said 
to Johnny, "Bring that, other gun witli 
you." Quamlet also had the knife. 
Johnny came down to the cove, look uj 
the gun and loaded it with a ball. 
They then walked tip, Johnny be- 
hind all the time. 1 watched them 
going up tho hill. They got behind tho 
hill, where 1 could not soo them, but 1 
heard the dog harking at them. Not long 
after 1 heard two shots tired, just one 
after the other. Then again 1 heard two 
more shots lired, and after that 1 saw 
Johnny coming down the hill with the 
gun in one hand and a sack of Hour in the 
other. Then Quamlot came down with 
I ho Winchester in one hand, a sack of Hour 
in the other. Quamlot said to Johnny, 
"bring the canoe round this way." Johnny 
brought it round. 1 was walking on the 
beach. Quainlet went up again to the 
house. I went up with him to the house, 
but did not look in. Ho wont into the 
house and came out again with A bundle 
of clothes and a stick of flour.' We then 
returned to the -canoe and Quamlot, fold 
me and Johnny to load tlio canoe, and to 
be quick lest some one might come round 
and see us. While Johnny and I were 
loading the canoe Quamlet went up again 
and came down with a clock in a sack and 
a satchel. We then left tho beach and 
sailed with a south-east breeze for the 
Penalekhut Gap and towards tlte light- 
house. Late in the night we arrived in a 
little bay, where we went to hide the stuff. 
Quamlet took all tho stuff out of the 
canoe and went and hid it. Ho returned 
to Johnny and me on the beach, anil 
we all had a drink. After the 
bottle was empty Quamlet threw 
it away over his shoulder. After that we 
went out a little way in the canoe, 
anchored it and slept on it. In the mom- 
inS when the sun was up we started for 
Nanaimo. On the way Quainlet fired 
live shots at seals with the Winchester. 
He missed every shot. We* arrived at 
Nanaimo and we went, ashore near the 
gaol. There Quamlet said to me, "My 
dear, don't tell anyone you have been out 
with us; say you slept in town." They 
left mo there and went oil' in the canoe. 
I then went to my mother's house. When 
Quamlet said, "We arc wailing for the 
hangman," I was lying on the beach be- 
tween Johnny and Quamlet; we were 
close together; Johnny was awake, but. 
said nothing. I guessed Johnny was 
awake; we had not. laid very long on the 
beach when Quamlet spoke; I had no 
conversation with Johnny that, night nor 
the next morning. The only thing John- 
ny said to me was "It's too bad that. 
Quamlet led me into this." This was the 
next morning before wo got in tho canoe, 
Quamlet, when lit! went m> to tho house, 
wore n common calico .shirt, with thick 
trousers, white color, with a black bat on. 
When be returned I noticed his clothes 
were all stained with blood in front. I 
don't know what Quamlet did with that 
shirt. When Johnny first came down 
tho trail I asked what, those guns 
were firing off for, and ho replied 
that Quamlot had killed two white men! 
That is all that, Johnny said, and then 
Quamlet came down and said that he had 
shot, two white men. That is all that 
Quamlet said. The next time he spoke 
about, tho killing was when he begged me 
to say nothing about, the killing; Johnny 
never told uio anjthjug about this killing; 
1 never had any conversation with John- 
ny after that; ho loft, Nanaimo about 
throe weeks after Quamlet and Quumlet 
left two weeks after fchf) murder was done; 
from the time of Johnny's leaving Nanai- 
mo until to-day I have had no conversa- 
tion with him; I have never since seen 
any of the things taken from tho house 
except, tho satchel; I never saw the clock 
in tho suck Hinep Qtminlot, hid them,

Nlorley <in Hie rnrncll Kill. 

London, July 22. — Morley, in a speech 
delivered at Morpeth last evening, gave a 
distinct forecast .of the position which the 
liberals will occupy with regard to the 
Parnell bill. Concerning the appointment 
of a commission to investigate the Times' 
charges against, the Irish loaders, Morloy 
said that if the Vonuiii.'-sion were needed 
ut. all it, was the business of that body to 
decide whether Parnell wrote certain let- 
tors, and whether ho and other members 
of the house wero privy to the murder of 
Lord Cavendish and Burke. This should 
constitute the entire work of the commis- 
sion. It was not necessary nor was it any 
part of the commission's business to ascer- 
tain whether or not some ruffians had 
hung upon the outskirts of the 
Land League and whether acts of cruelty 
had not been committed by individual 
members of that organization. It was a 
mistake to imagine that the commission 
was appointed with a view of securing 
evidence against Parnell or anybody else, 
ll was simply charged with the duty of 
establishing the truth or falsity of certain 
accusal ions already made, and this duty 
performed the functions of the commis- 
sion ended. Morley stated that he hud 
taken pains to consult the highest legal 
authorities and .was positive that the bill 
would be passed in its shape. 

Boiilanxer'N l>i-cllue. 

President Gamut's tour of the provinces 
has been entirely successful and intensely 
gratifying to himself and friends. 
Throughout the journey lie has been 
treated to a series of ovations, and cries 
of "Vive Boulanger," which were so fre- 
quout during his first tour, have been 
changed to "A has Boulanger," Paris- 
ians generally believe that Boulanger has 
been defeated in the election which took 
place in the department of Ardeche 
to day, but the result of tho polling will 
probably not be fully known before to- 
morrow. Anyhow, only reactionaries are 
supporting Boulanger, and they comprise 
a minority of the voting strength of the 
department. Boulanger was able to be 
removed to his home yesterday. 

Fifty thousand men and HiH field guns 
were reviewed by the Czar and German 
Emperor at Krasuoo to-day. William 
greatly admired the troops, especially tho 
Cossack artillery. The visiting party 
afterwards made an excursion to the 
Islands of the Neva. At the embassy 
dinner Prince Henry sat at the right anil 
Count Schou valoff at the left of the Em- 
peror. The Czar will give a banquet to 
the Kaiser at Poterof palace to-morrow 
night. During the review at Krasuoo, 
the Kaiser noticing a regiment with dec- 
orations marking its presence at the cap- 
ture of Berlin, smiled and remarked that 
that was an event of a century ago and 
had been forgotten.

Tho Opposition in 
discussing tho bill to-night on tho ques- 
tion of its second reading, had no desire 
to bring about a discussion, but decided to 
reserve their criticisms of the measure for 
tho commission on usage. John Morley 
has offered an amendment to clause two of 
the bill, drawing on tho lines of his Mor- 
peth speech on Saturday night, limiting 
the scope of tho commission of inquiry to 
the authenticity of the so-called Parnell 
letters and the criminal connection of cer- 
tain Parnollito mem burs with the Phoenix 
Park murders. Beyond these matters 
Mutely holds the commission cannot legi- 
timately pursue an inquiry. Tho amend* 
mont is expected to precipitate a hot 
debate, and if curbed by the speaker, to 
force tho government to damaging admis- 
sions of a vindictive motive.

Smith moved the second reading of the 
Parnell commission hill to investigate 
certain members of parliament, the 
charges and- the allegations against them. 
The government, he asserted, offered the 
appointment of a commission upon pre- 
cedents, and lie considered that less 
authority than was [imposed to confer 
upon tho commission would fail to do 
justice to all concerned. The house, he 
declared, should say now how complete 
powers of a commission ought to ho. Sir 
James Haunen Smith stated he would be 
president of the commission and Justices 
Day and Smith would be the other mem- 
bers.

Gentlemen, he thought, must have 
had a friendly hint from the counsel of 
tho Tinies, in consequence of which the 
inquiry was extended, not alone to his 
(Parnell's) personal conduct, but to the 
acts of the house. 

Henry H. Stanley. 

Brussels, July 22. — The Governor- 
General of the Congo Free States, who 
arrived last night, in reply to questions 
regarding Stanley said: The latest news 
wc received at Borilll was brought us ou 
April bSth by Lieut. Ward, who left again 
on May 18th to join Major Barttlelot. 
Through Ward I learned that Major Bart- 
tletot had not yet left camp at Vambuya 
in March, when wo had supposed him fat- 
on his way to join Stanley. I think ho 
must have started by now, though, if Tip- 
poo Tip has been able to secure him a 
requisite number of carriers. As to Stan- 
ley, I think it quite possible ho is not 
dead, for though news spreads rapidly 
among the natives on the west coast, it 
is not so in tho region which Stanley 
must have penetrated. The "white 
pasha,*' continued Jansseri, "1 could not 
give a positive opinion about it, but i al- 
ways thought that when Stanley passed 
through Congo in the direction of Wadelai 
ho had no intention" of returning, 
by the same routo. This opinion is based 
on various facts. When, January, 1887, 
Stanley loft, ho pledged himself to get to 
Aruwinni camp in three months on con- 
dition that the men in his expedition did 
not outnumber 450. In reply to ques- 
tions I put about Stanley as to tho prob- 
able date of his return and the advisabili- 
ty of our preserving his communication, 
he would say nothing, f concluded that 
Stanley's idea was to return front choice 
by the east of Africa. It does not seem 
unlikely to me ho would like to ofl'ect a 
coup d'etat by coming back through east 
Africa or Egypt. Possibly if ho did not 
actually dream of surprising Khartoum he 
hoped to circumvent the Arabs and des- 
cend the Nile with Emill Pasha and the 
Wadelai garrison; but this is all hypo- 
thetical.

In the Provincial 
Government of Nova Scotia ho was Soli- 
citor-General from August 180(1 until the 
resignation of the Government in Febru- 
ary of tho following year; and Attorney- 
General from February, 18U0 until .June, 
18(5!1 When Confederation took place 
he entered the Dominion Government as 
Secretary of State, which position he 
held until lSliK, when he resigned. He 
was Lieutenant Governor of Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories from May, 
1870, until May, 187u; Judge in Equity 
in Nova Scotia from June, 1873 until the 
following month, when ho was appointed 
Lieutenant Governor of Nova Scotia as 
successor to the late Hon. Joseph Howe, 
which position ho held for two terms— 
until July, 18815, when he was succeeded 
by Mr. Richey, M. 1'. He was one of 
the delegatus to England on the Union 
Question, and to thu Clmrlottetown and 
Quebec Oouferences.

TRADE WITH SOUTH AMERICA. 

In the opinion of Mr. Simeon Jones, of 
St. John, N. B-, Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner to tho Argentine Republic and 
South American countries, there is every 
reason to believe that a satisfactory trade 
can bo opened up, particularly if a direct 
Canadian steamship lino bo established, 
which it is believed the countries in ques- 
tion would assist. Mr. Jones thinks, 
however, that the lish trade would not 
amount to much, there being a consider- 
able local supply- Canned lobsters and 
salmon are used in largo quantities, but the 
latter are obtained from the Columbia 
river. A good demand it was believed 
could be developed for Canadian agricul- 
tural implements, while Nova Scotia coal 
could be profitably sold in the Republic, 
tho price on board South American ships 
at Swansea, from whence tho supply comes, 
being as high as in Nova Scotia ports, 
while vessels will carry coal at less freight 
from the latter port than the former, port 
charges being much less. Tho commerce 
with respect to which Mr. Jones is most 
hopeful is that in lumber. Already con- 
siderable shipments are made from British 
Columbia to 'Buenos Ayres, although 
freight thence is somewhat higher than 
from the North Atlantic. Last year the 
Argentine Republic imported 205,000,000 
feet of lumber of which Canada provided 
only one-tenth. It was however, neces- 
sary, in order to command this market, 
to understand what description of lum- 
ber was required and how if should be 
prepared, It is to be hoped that tho 
best endeavors of the trade missionaries 
whom Canada has been sending out of 
late years will Do productive of good re- 
sults. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Canada at present has no murderers 
under sentence of death. The fact is al- 
most without precedent. 

TIik Calijanj Herald says that "British 
Columbia is coining to the front, as a 
groat fruit country. The Pacific express 
this morning brought in a large shipment 
for Mr. F. J. Claxtoii of magnificent 
fruit grown in British Columbia." What 
"illimitable possibilities" in the way of 
fruit growing are within easy reach of 
our people! * 

Thu Philadelphia Leilyer announces tho 
reported discovery of "perfect litho- 
graphic stone in large sheets, within a 
hundred miles of Austin, Texas." Thu 
only source of supply of those stones 
heretofore has been Bavaria, where the 
mines have long been worked, and where 
it is believed the supply is gradually be- 
coming exhausted. If the reports from 
Texas shall bo confirmed by the produc- 
tion of large and perfect sheets of stone, 
another important industry will add to 
tho prosperity and development of the 
New South. 

An estimate made by the Trow Direc- 
tory Company puts tho population of 
Now York city at 1,070, 140, or 409,841 
greater than in 1880, the census year. 
Tho directory issued by this company 
contains 335,228 names. This would give 
an average of live population to each 
name. Tho name authority also estimates 
that there is in Hie city each day a float- 
ing po| mlation of 400,000, making fully 
2,000,000 people within the city limits. 
Adding to this total the population of 
Brooklyn, estimated at 800,000, and the 
inhabitants oi Jersey city, Hohoken, 
Staten Island and other suburbs, it i« 
safe to say there are 3,000,000 people 
living together within a radius of fifteen 
miles of City Hail. 

ARPAllD Hakasztijy, late president of 
the California Board of Viticultural Com 
missioners, has filed a report with the 
Governor containing a mine of informa- 
tion as to tho present viticultural re- 
sources of the state and forecasts for the 
future. The production at tho end of the 
third year from now are given as follows: 
One million live hundred thousand boxes 
of raisins at -S'-i a box, $3,000,000; 40,000 
tons of table grapes lit $30 pur ton, 
$ 1, 200, 000; 50,000,000 gallons of wine at 
20 cents per gallon, #10,000,000; 1,500,- 
000 tax-paid brandy at $1.40 por gallon, 
$2,000,000; total, $10,200,000. From 
1875 to 1887, inclusive, the shipments by 
sea to foreign countries amounted to 
$895,797 wort h of wlua and $84,169 worth 
of brandy. But in the NrtH|p time the 
total wine shipments out of the statu were 
valued at §21,025,045, and brandy ship- 
ments at §5,201,412. 

THE JAMES BAY RETAINING WALL

Nnwiiuita, N. V., .Inly 20.- Roy. E.r. 
Roe dihil early this inornintr. ! ' J \ \ f 
[JSdwurtl Payson Roe was horn in 'Now 
Windsor, N. Y., in 18.'!8. His early home 
was pictured l>y him in his "Opening of a 
Chesuut Burr." Ho was educated at Wil- 
liams College and Auburn Theological 
Seminary, and oil the breajtiiig out of the 
war joined tlio Second N ow York cavalry 
as chaplain. In the spring ol 11864 ho rode 
aa a volunteer in Dalil^'ron's corps within 
tlio defences of Richmond. Later lio com- 
forted the nick in tlio hospitals of Fortress 
Monroe. This war oyer, lio accepted the 
pastorate of the Highland Falls, N, Y., 
Presbyterian church near West Point and 
lectured on topics suggested by tlio civil 
war. In J87- lie contributed his tirst 
novel, "Barriers Burned Away; a 'Palo of 
tho Chicago Fire," to the Now York 
Evangelist, It was reprinted in book 
form and achieved a success so remarkable 
that Mr. Roe resigned his pastorate and j 
devoted himself to literature, giving his | 
leisure to the cultivation of fruits on .his 
farm at Oornwoll-on-the-Hudson. He 
published subsequently the novels "What 
Can Sho Do !" "The Oponiiig of a Chest- 
nut Burr," "Near to Nature's Heart," 
"From Jest to Earnest." "A Knight of the 
Nineteenth Century," and "A Face Il- 
lumined," besides numberless essays, 
magazine articles and short stories. His 
latest works, "Young Hornets of Hornet's 
Nost; a Story of the Revolution," 
and "The Earth Trembled," were 
printed by a newspaper syndicate in J88(i- 
87. Mr. Roe's works have a larger sale 
at present than those of any other Ameri- 
can author, both at home and abroad, 
and have been translated into several for- 
eign languages. The demand for Dickens' 
books comes considerably behind that of 
Roe's; and yet the writings of the latter 
are among those which every generation 
produces for itself and does not hand down 
to posterity.

The theory 
of evolution as preached by Darwin was 
also referred lo and ably coinbatted. He 
asked his hearers to conceive what a 
whole nation of iutidels would be like. 
But oven in the worst days of the world 
the best and noblest of mankind were 
Christians. He drew a graphic picture of 
the state of vice and degradation into 
which the Roman empire had degen 
crated when twelve men elected to 
go among the Roman , people and preach 
Christ crucified. Ho related how the 
teachings of the Saviour were treasured 
up and handed down intact to the peoplo 
of the present day in the shape of the 
Bible, the bulwark of Christianity, all 
over the world, and concluded by stating 
that of till the heroes the world produced, 
was there one, even the greatest, who 
however much worshipped and respected 
in life, their deeds gradually became 
matters of history as the years 
rolled on. There were cases of men 
who would die for Napoleon when 
that great general was at the height of his 
power. Is there one man who would die 
for him now, if called on to do so/ But 
there was One, who was on this earth 
over eighteen hundred years ago, yet His 
good deeds live, and thousands would 
gladly die for His cause to-day. 

The reverend gentleman retired amidst 
loud and prolonged applause and was ac- 
corded a unanimous vote of thanks for his 
grand lecture, which wo regret space will 
not permit of alluding to at greater 
length.

COPPER ORE. 

o. li. Hardy's Trip to Montuna Attended with 
Satisfactory Kosults-The Coettf tie 
Mnnn Mines Looking L'p- 

Mr. O. B. Hardy, manager of the 
Giant Powder company in this city and 
agent for San Francisco, who is interest- 
ed in the development of certain mines in 
this country, returned from Montana on 
Saturday night. The object of his trip 
was to have certain samples of copper ore 
tested, and, as will be seen from the fol- 
lowing; statement, his mission was at- 
tended with the most satisfactory results. 

To a representative of THE Coi/iNlsT

The following account of a battle be-
